The  April  number  of  the  Quarterly  Review, 
•peaking  of  the  Bishops  of  'Durham,  gives  us 
(lie  rtliowing  sketch  of  the  life  and  character  of 
the  celebrated  author  of  the  "  Analogy  of  Reli¬ 
gion.”— 

A  greater  name  follows  in  the  list, — that  of 
Bishop  Butler, — one  of  those  profound  writers 
of  w  hom  we  may  say  with  Cicero,  satis  super- 
(jue  prudfMtes  sunt,  qui  iilur44m  prudrntiam  non 
dicam  assequi,  std  quanta  fuerit  prrspirere  pos- 
stnt.  This  admirable  person,  the  son  of  a 
tradesman  at  Wantage  in  Berkshire,  was  edu¬ 
cated  for  the  dissenting  ministry,  but  in  the 
course  of  his  studies  he  began  to  entertain  se¬ 
rious  doubts  concerning  the  points  ofdifierence 
between  the  dissenters  and  the  English  <  hurch  ; 
that  question  no  man  ever  examined  with  asin- 
cerer  heart,  or  a  more  powerful  intellect,  and 
the  examination  ended  in  his  Itecuming  delibe¬ 
rately  a  convert  to  the  Established  Church. 
The  father,  at  first,  called  in  several  eminent 
ininisicrs  of  his  own  persuasion  to  reclaim  him  ; 
but  finding  their  efforts  in  vain,  he  permitted 
him  to  remove  from  the  dissenting  academy  to 
Oxford,  after  which  he  soon  took  orders.  He 
had  previously  introduced  himself  to  Dr.  t'larke 
by  some  letters  which  gave  sufficient  proof  of 
his  extraordinary  abilities;  a  son  of  Bishop  Tal¬ 
bot,  on  his  death-lied,  recommended  him  to  his 
father,  and  that  prelate  gave  him  first  the  rec¬ 
tory  of  llaughtun-le-Skeriie,  and  afterwards  that 
of  Stanhope,  a  deep  retirement  in  one  of  the 
wildest  parts  of  England,  '  wheie  he  constantly 
resided  for  seven  years  in  the  regular  and  unos¬ 
tentatious  discliarge  of  his  parochial  duties.’ 
So  little  was  he  heard  of  during  those  years, 
that  when  his  friend  Seeker,  (afterwards  arch¬ 
bishop,)  wishing  to  bring  him  into  more  active 
life,  took  occasion  to  mention  his  name  to  the 
queen,  *  Butler  ?’  she  said  ;  ‘  I  thought  he  had 
been  dead  ’  Seeker  assured  her  to  the  contra¬ 
ry  ;  the  queen,  however,  still  under  that  persua¬ 
sion,  made  inquiry  of  Archbishop  Blackburn, 
and  he  replied,  ‘  No,  Madam  ;  but  he  is  buried.’ 
He  owed  his  further  promotion  to  the  Lord 
Chancellor  TallEii,  the  brother  of  his  deceased 
friend  ;  through  him  he  obtained  a  prebendal 
stall  at  Rochester,  and  was  ere  long  appointed 
clerk  of  the  closet  to  Queen  Caroline.  He 
then  published  his  Aualogy.  Leibnitz  has  said, 
posset  srribi  liber  de  Alle^oriis,  seu  tppis  iwtu- 
rahbus,  quibus  phpsica  prteludit  rtUgioni,  uti 
Ut  Mosaica  Christo.  That  testimony  to  the 
truth  of  revealed  religion,  which  one  of  tlie  great¬ 
est  of  great  men  saw  might  be  deduced  from 
the  material  and  physical  world,  Butler  sought 
and  found  in  the  moral  and  metaphysical  one, 
in  the  order  of  Providence,  and  in  the  nature  of 
man. 

.Merit  of  this  peculiar  kind  has  seldom  been 
so  properly  rewarded.  Queen  Caroline,  who 
as  a  patroness  of  learning  has  had  no  equal  in 
her  station,  did  not  live  to  reward  it;  but  her 
death  did  not  impede  his  preferment ;  he  was 
successively  made  bishop  of  Bristol  and  dean  of 
St.  Paul’s,  and  having  held  the  former  bishop¬ 
ric  twelve  years,  was  translated  to  Durham. 
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This  elevation  he  regarded  as  became  so  wise 
and  good  a  man.  ‘  If,’  said  he,  in  answer  to  a 
congratulatory  letter,  *  one  is  enabled  to  do  a 
little  good,  and  to  prefer  worthy  men,  (his  indeed 
is  a  valuable  life,  and  will  afford  satisfaction  in 
the  close  of  it ;  but  the  change  of  station  tn  itself 
will  in  nowise  answer  the  trouble  of  it,  and 
of  getting  into  new  forms  of  living.’  *  It  would 
be  a  melancholy  thing  in  the  close  of  life,  to 
have  no  reflections  to  entertain  oneself  with,  but 
that  one  had  spent  the  revenues  of  the  bishopric 
of  Durham  in  a  sumptuous  course  of  living,  and 
enriched  one’s  friends  with  the  promotions  of 
It ;  instead  of  having  really  set  oneself  to  do 
good,  and  promote  worthy  men.’  Entering  up¬ 
on  his  see  with  these  feelings,  bis  conduct  du¬ 
ring  the  short  time  which  he  held  it  was  such 
as  to  conciliate  all  hearts.  No  man  ever  more 
thoroughly  possessed  that  meekness  of  urisdum 
which  the  apostle  enjoins;  he  had  noticed  the 
expression  for  its  beauty ;  his  heart  and  dispo¬ 
sition  were  conformed  to  it,  and  in  high  as  in 
humble  life,  it  was  uniformly  manifested  in  his 
conversation.  Neither  the  consciousness  of  in¬ 
tellectual  strength,  nor  the  just  reputation  which 
he  ha<i  thereby  attained,  nor  the  elevated  station 
to  which  he  had  been  raised,  in  the  slighestde 
grei'  injured  the  natural  moilesty  of  his  charac¬ 
ter,  or  tlie  mildness  and  sweetness  of  his  temper 
*  To  his  clergy  he  was  a  kind  and  beneficent 
triend  and  patron  ;  and  to  the  gentry  of  the 
country,  imitating,  where  he  could  with  safety, 
the  example  of  his  munificent  patron.  Bishop 
Talbot,  he  exercised  a  frank  and  generous  hos¬ 
pitality.’  He  is  described  as  of  most  reverend 
aspect ;  his  face  thin  and  pale ;  a  divine  placid- 
ncss  in  his  cfiuntenance  at  this  time,  his  white 
hair  hanging  gracefully  on  his  shoulders ;  and 
his  whole  figure  patriarchal.  While  performing 
his  ministerial  office,  *  a  divine  animation  seem 
ed  to  pervade  his  whole  manner,  and  lighted  up 
his  pale  wan  countenance,  already  marked  with 
the  progres.s  of  di.sease,  like  a  torch  glimmering 
in  its  socket,  yet  bright  and  useful  tn  the  last.’ 
He  held  the  bishopric  not  quite  two  years,  and 
dying  at  Bath  in  the  sixtieth  year  of  his  age, 
was  interred  in  his  old  cathedral  at  Bristol. 

Fifteen  years  after  the  death  of  this  excellent 
(lerson,  his  memory  was  a.ssailed  by  an  anony¬ 
mous  slanderer,  who  affirmed  in  a  pamphlet 
(hat  Bishop  Butler  had  died  in  the  communion 
of  the  Romish  church.  The  writer  was  called 
upon  to  produce  his  authority  for  publishing  so 
gross  and  scandalous  a  falsehood  ! — for  such 
Archbishop  Seeker,  the  friend  of  Butler,  who 
made  the  call,  knew  it  to  be.  It  then  appeared 
that  this  was  not  the  invention  of  the  Romanists, 
seeking  thereby  to  acquire  credit  to  their  own 
church  (an  artifice  which,  in  many  instances, 
they  have  practised ;)  but  that  it  proceeded 
from  the  rancorous  hatred  with  which  two  or 
three  dissenters  regarded  Butler,  because  he 
had  forsaken  their  communion.  No  other 
grounds  were  alleged  for  it  when  (he  slanderer 
produced  his  proofs,  than  that  he  had  '  put  up 
the  Popish  insignia  of  the  cross  in  his  chapel  at 
Bristol,  and  in  his  last  Episcopal  charge  had 
squinted  very  much  toward  that  superstition.’ 
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These  facts,  he  said,  were  *  full  proof  of  a 
strong  attachment  to  the  idolatrous  communion 
of  the  church  of  Rome ;’  and  he  accounted  for 
this  attachment  *  from  the  natural  melancholy 
and  gloominess  of  Dr.  Butler’s  disposition ;  from 
his  great  fondnesi  for  the  lives  of  Romish  saints, 
and  their  books  of  mystic  piety  ;  trom  his  draw¬ 
ing  his  notions  of  teaching  men  religion,  not 
from  the  New  Testament,  but  from  philosophic¬ 
al  and  political  opinions  of  his  own  ;  and  above 
all,  from  his  transition  from  a  strict  dissenter 
among  the  Presbyterians  to  a  rigid  Churchman, 
and  his  sudden  and  unexpected  elevation  to 
great  wealth  and  dignity  in  the  Church.’  Arch¬ 
bishop  Seeker,  with  becoming  feeling  for  his 
departed  friend,  showed  that  the  accusation  was 
as  entirely  groundless  as  the  reasons  by  which 
It  was  attempted  to  maintain  it  were  futile  and 
malicious ;  and  some  of  the  better  dissenters 
disclaimed  for  their  body  in  general  any  parti¬ 
cipation  in  so  disgraceful  a  proceeding.  But 
the  inventors  of  the  calumny  persisted  in  it, 
with  that  pertinacity  which  characterises  wilful 
slander  :  they  have  totally  failed  in  their  desire 
of  fixing  an  opprobrium  upon  his  name,  and  it 
is  only  by  concealing  their  own  that  they  have 
themselves  escaped  from  the  perpetual  infamy, 
which  otherwise  would  have  been  their  earthly 
reward. 

That  Butler’s  successors  should  have  equalled 
him  in  power  of  mind  was  not  to  be  hoped, — 
for  generations  pass  away  without  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  any  such  light  of  the  human  race. 

NPIRITI  AL  CONDITION  OF  PAGAN8. 

The  evidence  on  this  subject  is  incidental 
rather  than  direct.  In  addition  to  what  is  de¬ 
tailed  in  another  place,  the  following  facts 
may  be  mentioned  :  —Travellers  give  us  no  ac¬ 
count  of  individual  Pagans  who  are  pious, 
while  their  pictures  of  the  mass  are  pictures  of 
frightful  depravity  ! — Gentlemen  with  whom  I 
have  conversed,  and  who  have  resided  in  some 
cases  for  years  in  heathen  countries,  concur 
with  a  single  exception,  in  asserting  that  they 
have  known  no  idolater  who  could  be  consider¬ 
ed  strictly  conscientious.  In  the  ca.«e  which 
IS  referred  to  as  an  exception,  the  gentleman 
had  known  one  such  individual,  and  but  one. — 
Mr.  Ward,  so  many  years  a  missionary  in  India, 
declares,  (Letters,  p.  B7.)  "  Amidst  a  pretty 

large  acquaintance  with  the  heathen  in  India, 
/  have  never  seen  one  man  who  appeared  to  fear 
God  and  work  righteousness.”  And  the  re¬ 
searches  of  modem  missionaries  throughout 
the  world  are  said  to  have  discovered  not  more 
than  five  or  six  f  We  conclude  then,  that 
while  every  nation  may  have  its  Nathaniel  or 
Cornelius,  these  are  but  exceptions  ;  and  that 
of  Pagans  generally,  it  may  be  said,  that  they 
are  wilfully  depraved,  and  obstinately  impeni¬ 
tent. 

We  say  wilfully  depraved — for  we  deem  it 
idle  to  suppose  that  the  heathen  have  no  sense 
of  moral  obligation,  and  therefore  incur  no 
guilt  by  disregarding  it.  How  is  it,  if  they 
have  no  sense  of  moral  obligation,  that  they 
have  established  rules  of  duty,  and  that  when 
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these  rules  ire  violated  to  their  persona) 
ment,  they  are  so  <|uick  to  perceive  iod  resOnt 
the  injury  ?  How  is  it,  that  Paul  can  say  of 
the  Gentiles,  that  “  having  not  the  law  they 
are  a  law  unto  themselves,” — and  that  **  the 
invisible  things  of  God,  even  his  eternal  power 
and  Godhead,  from  the  creation  of  the  world 
are  clearly  seen,  being  understood  by  the  things 
that  are  made,  so  that  they  are  without  excuse  ! 
Yes,  the  Pagan’s  guilt  is  wilful,  and  hence 
his  prospects,  unless  enlightened  by  the  gospel, 
are  “  without  hope.”  And  can  it  be,  that  for 
men  in  such  a  condition  we  have  no  bowels  of 
compassion-— that  we  will  make  no  effort  for 
their  relief — And  yet  do  we  profess  and  call 
ourselves  Christians  !  “  Now  while  Paul  wait¬ 
ed  for  them  at  Athens,  his  spirit  was  stirred 
iritkin  him,  when  be  saw  the  city  wholly  given 
to  idolatry  !” — Potter's  Appeal. 

From  the  Oneida  Obaerrer. 

VISITATION  or  BISHOP  HOBART  TO  THE 
ONEIDAS. 

On  Tuesday,  the  21st  ult.  the  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  Hobart  made  his  usual  Episcopal  visita¬ 
tion  to  the  Indian  settlement  at  Oneida  Castle, 
and  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  be  present  and 
witness  the  interesting  services  in  the  church, 
on  that  day.  Information  having  been  previ- 
ously  given  them  of  the  Bishop’s  intended  visit, 
a  party  of  fifty  or  sixty  Indians  on  horseback, 
with  their  chiefs  and  interpreter,  came  out 
about  four  miles  to  meet  him,  and  to  escort  him 
to  the  church.  This  was  a  novel  and  gratify¬ 
ing  spectacle  ;  and  the  little  groups  of  Indian 
women  and  children  that  might  be  seen  hurry¬ 
ing  across  the  fields  towards  the  church,  as  the 
procession  approached,  added  much  to  the  nov¬ 
elty  and  interest  of  the  scene.  On  arriving  at 
their  house  of  worship,  the  Bishop  and  his  at¬ 
tendant  clergy  took  their  seats  in  the  church, 
when  the  services  commenced  with  a  few  ver¬ 
ses  from  the  Psalms  translated  into  Indian,  and 
sung  by  about  one  hundred  natives  in  the  gal¬ 
lery,  with  whom  many  of  those  below  united. 
The  usual  service,  which  consists  of  a  literal 
translation  from  our  excellent  Liturgy,  was  read 
by  their  catechist  and  teacher,  in  which  the 
whole  congregation  united  with  much  apparent 
seriousness  and  devotion.  The  responses  were 
made  in  an  audible  and  solemn  tone,  and  the 
Hymns  of  praise  were  chanted  forth  by  hun¬ 
dreds  of  voices,  in  a  manner  which  proved  that 
they  “  sung  with  the  spirit,  and  with  the  un¬ 
derstanding  also.” 

Immediately  after  prayers,  the  holy  rite  of 
Confirmation  was  administered  to  ninety-seven 
native  Indians,  who  had  been  previously  in¬ 
structed  for  that  purpose  ;  and  after  that,  about 
fifty  partook  of  the  holy  sacrament  of  the 
Lord’s  Supper.  Never  have  we  witnessed  a 
more  interesting  and  solemn  scene.  To  be¬ 
hold  neatly  one  hundred  of  these  once  wild 
sons  of  the  forest,  not  only  civilized,  but  chris¬ 
tianized,  and  coming  forward  of  their  own  ac¬ 
cord,  to  ”  renew  and  ratify  the  solemn  vow 
which  was  made  at  their  baptism,” — publicly 
renouncing  their  idolatry,  and  openly  ”  profes¬ 
sing  the  faith  of  Christ  crucified,” — what  heart 
could  remain  unaffected  at  the  sight  ? 

The  nature  of  the  service  was  evidently  per¬ 
fectly  well  understood  by  them,  and  if  we  may 
fi^wm  an  opinion  from  the  seriousness  and  hu- 
roili^.y  of  their  demeanor,  (and  it  is  only  by  the 
outward  appearance  that  man  can  judge,)  they 
ail  came  forward  with  sincere  and  pious  resolu¬ 
tions  of  living  agreeably  to  their  solemn  en¬ 
gagements.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given 


I  to  Mr.  Davis,  their  excellent  and  indefatigable  j 
I  tMcheri  Ibr  the  zeal  and  disinterestedness  with 
which  he  has  devoted  himself  to  their  religious 
i  instruction  ;  but  we  trust  he  looks  far  above 
I  mere  human  applause  for  the  reward  <>f  his  un- 
I  wearied  lalmrs.  That  blessing  without  which 
1“  Paul  may  plant  and  Apollos  water”  in  vain, 

I  ha.**  been  abundantly  poured  upon  his  faithful 
I  exertions  W e  rejoice  to  hear  that  he  is  soon 
I  to  receive  orders  ill  the  church,  and  will  then 
be  enabled  himself  to  administer  the  ordinan¬ 
ces  of  religion  to  his  interesting  flock. 

After  Confirmation,  and  the  Communion  were 
administered,  the  Bishop  addressed  them, 
through  the  medium  of  an  interpreter,  in  his 
usual  affectionate  and  impressive  manner  ;  but 
in  the  plainest  and  most  simple  language,  suit¬ 
ed  to  their  comprehension.  He  was  listened 
to  with  the  profoundest  attention  and  respect, 
for  they  look  up  to  him  as  their  spiritual  father, 
and  always  address  him  by  that  endearing  title. 
We  have  obtained  a  copy  of  this  address  with 
permission  to  publish  it,  not  doubting  that  it  will 
be  read  with  interest  by  every  one  who  feels 
the  importance  of  civilizing,  instructing,  and 
converting  the  few  that  remain,  of  those  nu- 
Imerous  Indian  tribes,  who  are  now  fast  fading 
from  the  land. 

At  the  request  of  some  of  their  chief  men, 
the  Bishop  on  Thursday  last,  met  about  two 
hundred  chiefs  and  warriors  in  council,  on 
their  ancient  council  ground  at  Butternut- 
grove. 

The  warriors,  as  they  are  termed,  or  princi¬ 
pal  men  of  the  nation,  to  the  number  of  one 
{  hundred  and  eighty,  were  seated  on  the  ground 
I  in  a  large  circle,  and  within  that,  about  fifteen 
I  or  twenty  chiefs  were  ranged  in  a  circle  around 
I  the  Bishop  and  his  attendant  clergy,  for  whom 
chairs  had  been  provided  in  the  centre.  One 
of  the  chiefs  then  rose  and  explained,  through 
an  interpreter,  tlie  object  of  this  council,  which 
was  to  obtain  his  advice  in  relation  to  some 
difliculties  at  present  existing  in  a  remote  part 
of  the  tribe.  The  Bishop  gave  them  the  soli¬ 
cited  advice  in-a  most  friendly  and  affectionate 
manner ;  and  after  he  sat  down,  the  council 
was  addressed  by  the  chief  orator  of  their 
nation,”  in  a  most  animated,  and  judging  from 
the  effect  produced,  in  a  most  eloquent  manner. 
The  whole  scene  was  highly  picturesque,  and 
would  have  afforded  an  admirable  subject  fur 
the  pencil  of  the  artist.  The  chiefs  and  war¬ 
riors  ranged  after  their  ancient  custom  in  con¬ 
centric  circles  around  their  spiritual  ”  Father,” 
listening  with  respectful  and  profound  atten¬ 
tion  to  his  Christian  council ;  the  numerous  lit¬ 
tle  groups  of  Indian  women  and  children,  scat¬ 
tered  all  around,  and  as  near  the  outer  circle 
as  they  could  conveniently  approach,  and 
where  they  might  hear  the  different  speakers, — 

I  the  beautiful  grove,  waving  its  rich  foliage 
I  above  their  heads, — the  luxuriant  fields  of  grain 
I  atoutid,  the  fruit  of  their  own  labour  and  in- 
I  dustry,  formed  altogether  a  picture  on  which 
I  the  eye  of  a  Christian  or  the  painter  might  re- 
‘  pose  with  delight.  It  brought  to  our  minds  the 
'Celebrated  interview  and  treaty  of  Wm.  Penn, 

!  with  the  Indians  of  Pennsylvania. 

I  At  the  conclusion  of  the  council,  the  head 
!  chief  presented  the  Bishop  with  a  string  of 
I  Wampum,  in  the  name  of  the  whole  tribe,  as  a 
I  token  of  respect,  and  a  solemn  pledge  of  their 
I  unshaken  fidelity. 

I  Bishop  Hobart's  Address  to  the  Oneidas,  July 
I  5ilst,  1829.  I 

1  My  Children, — I  have  come  among  you  to 
I  inquire  concerning  your  urelfare  and  yonr  pro¬ 


gress  in  the  knowledge  and  service  of  God,  and 
of  your  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

My  Children, — I  hoi>e  you  constantly  bear 
in  mind,  that  to  save  your  souls,  should  be  your 
great  business,  and  your  supreme  concern 
What  will  it  profit  you,  it  you  gain  c/ery  thing 
III  this  world,  and  lose  your  souls  T  For  then 
when  death  separates  you  from  the  world,  you 
will  be  miserable  forever. 

My  Children, — Obtain  the  favor  of  God,  and 
love  and  serve  him,  and  then  you  will  save  your 
souls  and  be  happy  with  God  forever. 

My  Children, — In  order  to  obtain  the  favor 
of  God,  you  must  re|>ent ;  you  must  be  sorrj 
for  all  your  sms ;  you  must  resolve  to  sin  no 
more,  and  you  must  do  all  that  God  has  com¬ 
manded  you  to  do. 

My  Children, — But,  even  then,  you  cannot 
expect  the  favor  of  G^,  unless  you  trust  your 
whole  heart  to  his  mercy,  through  your  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Him,  G^  sent  to 
be  your  Saviour,  to  bear  in  your  stead,  the  pun¬ 
ishment  due  to  your  sins,  that  God  might  be 
just  and  yet  pardon  those  who  had  rebelled 
against  him  ;  you  must  believe  that  for  the 
merits  of  Christ,  fur  what  he  has  done  for  you, 
God  will  pardon  and  accept  you,  and  beston 
on  you  his  favor. 

My  Children, — You  ought  to  love  God.  Hr 
has  not  only  made  you  ;  he  not  only  preserver 
you ;  but  he  so  loved  you,  as  to  give  his  oiily 
begotten  Son  to  die  for  you,  that  you  might 
live  forever.  There  cannot  be  a  greater  love 
than  this,  which  God  has  shown  to  you.  You 
therefore  ought  to  love  Him,  who  so  loved  you  ; 
you  ought  to  love  him  with  all  your  mind,  and 
all  your  soul,  and  all  your  strength. 

My  Children, — You  ought  also  to  love  your 
blessed  Saviour,  for  it  was  He  who  died  fur  you: 
it  is  he  who  now  intercedes  for  you,  prays  to 
God  the  Father,  not  to  punish  you  as  you  de¬ 
serve,  but  to  pardon  and  ble.os  and  save  you. 
If  you  would  love  your  earthly  friend,  who 
would  save  you  from  temporal  evil,  from  tem¬ 
poral  death,  how  ought  you  to  love  Christ,  your 
Heavenly  friend,  who  saves  you  from  ever¬ 
lasting  evil,  from  eternal  death,  and  iirocures 
for  you  everlasting  life  and  glory. 

My  Children, — If  you  love  your  God  and 
Saviour,  you  will  always  seek  to  do  what  they 
command,  what  is  plea.sing  to  them.  You  can¬ 
not  love  them  if  you  do  those  things  which  dif- 
please  and  offend  them. 

My  Children, — All  sin  is  displeasing  to  your 
God  and  Saviour,  because  sin  is  doing  what 
they  have  forbidden,  and  what  will  render  you 
miserable  here,  and  hereafter,  and  forever. 

And  every  thing  which  is  pious  and  good,  Ls 
pleasing  to  your  God  and  Saviour,  because  it  is 
this  which  they  have  commanded,  and  which 
will  make  you  happy  here  and  hereafter. 

You  must  always  seek  to  avoid  that  which 
is  evil,  and  to  do  that  which  is  good.  You 
must  avoid  idleness  and  drunkenness  and 
cheating,  swearing,  and  neglect  of  God  and  his 
w'orship  and  service  ;  and  you  must  be  indus¬ 
trious  and  sober,  honest  and  pious,  praying  to
